under the heading “Know! bel 


Your Soccer”, the follow- 
ing words; 

“Tt is not an offence 

for a player to be in an 


off-side position unless} h 


he is interfering with 

the play or with an op- 

ponent”. 

One wonders how long 
it will be before all Vic- 
torian referees are not 
merely cognisant of the 
ruling quoted but adher- 
ing strictly to it in mak- 
ing their decisions, 

During the, past few 
Seasons I have, in the 
course of games played 
at Olympic Park, seen 9 
number of referees dis- 
allow goals, usually de- 
s¢ribed as beautiful, be- 
cause of either their lack 
of knowledge or their in- 
ability to interpret the 
spirit of the ruling. If 
my memory serves me 
correctly, one such deci- 
sion resulted in the type 
of-demonstration on the 
part of spectators which 
is to be very much re- 
gretted on any football 
ground, let alone at the 
home of Victorian soccer, 
Olympic Park. 

In fact, my own club, 
Brighton, has during the 
past two seasons - had 
several perfectly legiti- 
mate goals disallowed, ob- 
viously because of the re- 
eree’s interpretation of 
the ruling.. One glaring 
example was an occasion 
when the — outside-left, 
having received a nice 
short forward pass, eut in 
towards the centre of the 
pitch, beat two men, and 
with a beautifully placed 
right. foot shot put the 
ball into the back of the 
net, with the goalkeeper 
wondering where it was. 

One Brighton player 
was standing on the right- 
wing about four yards in 
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from the teuch line, He 
was neither near the bali 
nor in a position to get 
anywhere near it, nor 
within yards of any op- 
position player. He was, 
owever, ruled off-side 
and the goal disallowed. 

This sort of decision, 
apart from the fact that 
it_can either rob a team 
of victory or cause it a 
loss of points, is net only 
irritating te a club and 
its. supporters but jis 
neither in accordance with 
the spirit of the rule nor 
in the interests of the 
game and detracts con- 
siderably from everyone’s 
enjoyment. 

Those of us breught up 
in the tradition of playing 
to the whistle and never 
arguing with the referee 
realise that the referee’s 
task is, on some occasions, 
far from enviable. 

We realise algo that the 
finest of referees are not 
infallible, but nevertheless 
ieve that quite apart 
from other rules, no one 
should be allowed to func- 
tion as a referee in 
league games unless he 
as a complete under- 
standing and is able to 
interpret properly — the 
most controversial rule in 
the game of soccer,

It is 
not uncommon for a re- 
feree and the entire visit- 
ing team to get “lost” on 
the way to a ground, —
